it afterwards was making nomi- 
nations for the lirst election un- 
der the new conditions seemed to 
overlook the fact hat women are 
entitled to vote and few women 
were nominated to any office In 
that slate. Hut. fortunately, for 
the state the Democratic party 
was not asleep and nominated a
